fequence of which, the 16th he remitted ¢0,000 Crowns; 
which makes it conjectured that Don Philip is to retire 
thither. The lateft Letters from Lombardy bring us no 
Occurrences of any Moment. The Confederate Spanith, 
French and Neapolitan Troops continue in their former 
Potition at Codogno, and in the Lodefan, having gativer- 
ed up and introduced into Placentia all the Forage they 
could get. The Auftrians continue to batter that Town, 
and have detached from the main Body of their Army two

Sardinia, and the other General Roth; itis thought, with 
a View to ftreighten the Army and to bring them to an 
Aion. The King of Sardinia was accordingly in Mo- 
tion towards the Trebia.

They went to Reft at the u- 
fual Hour, flept foundly, bur firit took Leave of all their 
Friends. 

The next Morning they were called up about fix o0’- 
Clock, and un'oofed from the Floor ; to which they had 
been chained down ever fince the Sentence of Death was 
pafled upon them: They then ordered the Coffee to be 
got ready for their Breakfaft, as foon as they were brought 
down into the Yard; and after Breakfaft they had their 
Irons knocked off. 

When the Halter was put about Syddal, he was obfer- 
ved to tremble much, tho’ he endeavoured to conceal 
his Diforder trom the Spe@tators by taking a Pinch of 
Snuff, as the Executioner was faftning his Hands, and 
likewife his Eyes, faid, Lord help me. 

At the Gallows they were not attended by any Mini- 
fter, either of the Proteftant or Catholick Religion. -Ay 
the Affiftance they had in their laft Moments, wos frot,) 
Mr. Morgan, who read to them Prayers anu other pioyi 
Meditations out of a Book of Devotion, to which th¢ 
all feemed very attentive, and behaved with a great D 
of Serioufneds, 



















When they finithed their Devotions, every one of them 
took written Papers out of; the Book, which Morgan 
held in his Hand, and threw them among the Mob. The 
Contents of the Papers were, that they died ina juft Caufe, 

- that they did not repent of what they had done, and doubt- 
ed not but that their Death would be revenged, with fe- 
veral other treafonable Expreflions. 

They were then tied up to the Gollows, and in about 
five Minutes, the Executioner cut down the Body of 
Mr. Townley, -and laid it on a Stage for that Purpofe. 
The Body being ftript, and-laid at length, having tome 
Sigus of Life in it, che Executioner (truck it feveral Blows 
on the Breaft, then cut off his Head, .took out his 
Bowels,. and flung them: into.the Fire near the Gal- 
lows. The next cut'down was Counfellor Morgan, 
whom he ferved in the fame Manne, and fo of the 
Reft, cill they had finithed the whole Execution.

Lord Balmerino was alfo asked the fame Queftion, and 
made the like Anfwer; but confeffed his Crime, begged 
Pardon for the Trouble he had given their Lordthips, 
and humbly implored their Interceffion to his Majefty 
for Mercy. 

Then Proclamation was made again for Silence, and 
the Lord High Steward pronounced the following Judg- 
ment : 

* Fhat you William Earl of Kilmarnock, George | 
* Earl of Cromartie, and Athur Lord Balmerino, return 
to the Prifon of the Tower, from whence you came; 
from thence you muft be drawn to the Place of Exe- 
cution; when you come there you muft be hanged by 
the Neck, but not *till you be dead; for you mutt be 
cut down alive, then your Bowels muft be taken out 
and burnt before your Faces; then your Heads mutt 
be fevered from your Bodies, and each of your Bodies 
divided into four Quarters, and thofe muft be at the 
King’s Difpofal. And God Almigty be merciful to 
your Souls. 

Which done the Prifoners were taken from the Bar. 
Then the Serjeant at Arms, crying O Yes, faid, 

* Our Sovercigu Lord the King ttriétly charges and 
commands all manner of Perfonsto keep Silence upon 
* Pain of Imprifonment 

After which the Lord High Steward ftood up, unco- 
vered, and, declaring there was nothing more to be done 
by Virtue of the prefent Commffion, broke the Staff and 
pronounced it diffolved; and then leaving the Chair 
came down to the Woolpacks, and asked if it was their 
Lordfhips Picafure to adjourn to the Houfe of Lords: 
which being agreed to, the Houfe adjourned tothe Cham- 
ber of Parliament, and they all returned in the fame Or- 
der they came down. 

Thanks were ordered to be given to the Lord High 
Steward for the Speech made by him on the Conviétion 
of the Lords, on the Bill of Ind:€ment found againft 
them for High Treafon, aud that the Lord High Chan- 
cellor do canfe the faid Speech to be forthwith printed 
and publithed. 

We hear thata Commiflary brought a Letter from M. 
@’Argenfon to our Court, ‘to demand Tawnly to Ex- 
change on the Cartel, he having pleaded his Commiffion 
from France; but this Demand was treated with fuitable 
Contempt, as fach a Compliance would be a fufficient
